Some historic^ facts not written in 
local history are liere related : The act 
to provide for a general system of inter- 
Bid improvmnents was passed January 
27, 1896.

Wayne, by the way of Goshen, South 
Bend and LaPorte to Lake Michigan 
near Michigan City, to be called the &ie 
and Michigan canal, 
AU pessons in 
juredcn' aggrieved by the constmction 
of any work must make iq;>plication 
irithin two years after the pn^wty has 
been taken possession of. This setties 
the ownership 
of 
all 
the 
lands 
now overflowed by 
the waters of 
the reservoir. 
SOOT after the comple- 
tion of the reservoir, the dam brq^e at 
the tumbles. 
A large force of men were 
at work trying to prevent the accident 
that occurred, when the dam gave away, 
and three men, who were standing on 
the tumbles, were carried down to death. 
Aaron Abbott, James Campbell, a jus- 
tice of the peace, and young 
Dunon 
Campbell, an adopted son of Esquire 
Campbell, were the unfortunatos. This 
occurred some time in 1848. The bodies 
of Abbott and young Cunpbell were 
recovered soon after the accident ocr 
curred. 
The body of Esquire Campbell 
could not be found. 
Mrs. Campbell 
offered a reward of forty acres of land 
for the recovery of the body of her 
husband. 
Some two months aJfter the 
accident 
occured, 
a 
man 
by the 
name of Herrmian, 
a 
tanner 
by 
trade, 
a 
resident 
of 
Northport, 
was looking out from his cabin door, 
watching the maneuvers of two wolves 
on the brink of the creek leading 
through the reservoir, 
llieir peculiar 
actions attracted Mr. Herrmian's atten- 
tion. Going t o ^ r d s the spot where 
they were he discovered the body of 
Esq. Campbell, in a very advanced 
stage of decomposition. 
The scent of 
the decaying body had evidently at- 
tracted the wolves to the spot. 
The 
bodies of tiie men drowned are lying in 
the 
Northport 
graveyard. 
Thirteen 
persons in all have met a wateiy grave 
in the reservoir since its construction in 
1843. The dam broke again in 1844 
and in 1866. No lives lost. 
The dam 
has since withstood all storms. 
Several 
times we have looked for it to go out. A 
few years ago it was saved by the super- 
human efforts of the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana 
railway. J?o-day 
it seems 
strong; to-morrow it may be weak.

A bill, making a life sentence twenty- 
five years passed the Indiana house of 
representatives recently. 
It allows for 
good time, and life convicts who have 
served seventeen years and nine months 
will be paroled for life, if this bill 
passes the senate and receives the gov- 
ernor's signature. 
There are three or 
four life convicts in the prison north 
who will be let out by this bill in 
short time if enacted—Buell Webster, of 
Allen, who has been in the "pen 
twenty-four years; George Stottler, of 
Madison, eighteen years, and Robert 
Bobinson, twenty-nine years. 


The oldest Hfe prisoner is Webster, 
the Allen county man. 
He has been 
the supplicant of every governor of the 
state, in all that time looking for a par- 
don. 
The crime for which Webster was 
sentenced is one of the blackest in the 
criminal 
anals of the state. The 
man was a hunter and lived near Fort 
Wayne. 
He murdered the parents of 
Frank Boitet and burned down their 
home to conceal his g ^ t . 
An investi- 
gation was made by the coroner of Allen 
county and a jury, under the old law. 
Curiously enough Webster was placed 
on the jury, and was in f ^ t the foreman 
of it, and influenced the other members 
to bring in a verdict entirely exculpat- 
ing him from blame. 


Later circumstances came to light 
which warranted the arrest of Webster.

send a petition to the lieutenant-gover- 
nor and the honorable merabom of the 
senate of Indiana, asking that body for 
clemency. 
The petition reads as fol- 


ows: "We, thu undersigned inmates 
of the northern prison, do most humbly 
and sincerely pray your honorable body 
» take into consideration our hopeless 
situation, and, tempering justice with 
mercy, may enact such legislation as 
may inspire us with some hopes for 
lives of usefulness in the future beyom 
the walla ofThia prison. We are now in- 
carcerated and shut off from almoe 
everything that goes to make this life 
desirable, 
and 
though 
we 
have 


heartily and sincerely repented for the 
deeds of the past, yet without your help 
there is not one ray of- hope to lighten 
our future in this world. Surely after 
long years of toil onr Bad lesson of ex- 
perience has been such that you can 
safely trust us to a new trial of citizen- 
ship, for the freedom given will not onl; 
inspire us with new desires and new in- 
spirations, but give us a chance to re- 
deem our past lives. Hoping and trust- 
ing that in considering onr petition yo 
will be impressed with the feeling tha 
to "err is human, to forgive divine, 
and it may meet with favor at you 
bands, we subscribe ourselves."

A bill, making a life sentence twenty 


five years passed the Indiana house o 
representatives recently. It allows for 
good time, and life convicts who have 
served seventeen yean and nine month 
will bo paroled for life, if this bi 
passes the senate and receives the gov 
ernor's signature;. 
There are three or 


four life convicts in thu prison uorl 
who will be let out by this bill in 
short time if enacted— Buell Webster, of 
Allen, who ban been in 'the "pen 
twenty-four years; George Stottler, o 
Madison, eighteen yean, and Itobrr 
Bobinsou, twenty-nine years.
